WATER BLOCKS PROGRESS. 
A year ago the contractors struck a 
vein of water in the quicksands under 
ihe Inglewood hills.

In our own city and 
county, if not in the State, this 
same trust, greedy to control every- 
thing for the benefit of its members, 
will leave no stone unturned to put 
men favorable to its unjust assump- 
tions in office. 

In opposition to the campaign to 
be made on behalf of different trust 
combinations, there will be another 
radical principle for which the Dem- 
otratic party will, very generally 
stand sponsor. “It is the public own- 
ership of all sorts of public utilities. 
This new issue is very likely to lead 
astray a very large number of voters. 
Taere are cases wherein public own- 
ership of certain utilities becomes 
not only desirable but necessary. The 
carrying of the mail has been one of 
these for years past. Others are 
likely to arise from time to time. But 
this new idea of general public own- 
ership of about everything under the 
sun would be utterly subversive of 
our whole economic and industrial 
systems.

ARS SMASH

MISPLACED CABOOSE SsTOPS 
RUNAWAY TRAIN. : 
With Six Cars Sliding Down Grade 
the Air Brakes Refuse te Work 
and Brakeman’s Efforts to Stop 
Train Prove Futile — Passenger 
Traffic Delayed for Short Time.

GLENDORA, July 16.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The excitement of another 
railroad wreck was felt by the Glen- 
dora townspeople this afternoon, when 
what might have been a terrible catas- 
trophe resulted only in the smash-up 
of a caboose and oll car. 

As the eastbound local freight train 
was switching, a heavy train moved 
up the road several rods and then 
loose six cars, letting them slide 
backward down grade.
